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SLRB Must Decide 
All Concerned Appealing 
Non-union Church Pews 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Every­ 
body concerned is appealing the 
case of the nonunion church pews. 
The 
five-man 
National 
Labor 
Relations Board itself must de­ 
cide whether an examiner’s find­ 
ings were just right, too hard or 
too soft. 
The case involves complaints by 
the 
Endicott 
Church 
Furniture 
Co., Warsaw, Ind., that the Car­ 
penters Union has boycotted in­ 
stallation of Endicott-made pews 
Perfection 
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in churches around Chicago, Min­ 
neapolis, New York andXJetroit. 
The union lost an NLRB bar­ 
gaining 
rights 
election 
held in 
March 1956 among the 60 em­ 
ployes of the Endicott firm. 
The company contends the union 
since then has been trying to stop 
churches from installing Endicott 
pews, as a means of forcing Endi­ 
cott to capitulate and put its work­ 
ers under union contract. 
An NLRB trial examiner, C. W. 
Whittemore, has ruled there was 
insufficient evidence at a series of 
hearings to support these charges. 
But Whittemore did find that in 
the case of the Nassau Baptist 
Church, Epst Williston, N Y., the 
union 
illegally 
persuaded 
union 
workmen to go on strike to stop 
nonunion Endicott workers from 
installing pews. 
In that instance, the pastor, the 
Rev. Albert P. Seibert, got the 
nonunion Endicott men to return 
to Indiana and had his parishion­ 
ers finish installing the pews. 
Whittemore 
recommended 
re­ 
quiring the Carpenters Union to 
agree in writing that it would not 
foment further strikes to prevent 
installation of Endicott products. 
Whittemore’s report also speaks 
about Carpenters’ pressure on a 
chapel construction job at the U.S. 
Air Force base at Bunker Hill, 
Ind., to prevent installing of En­ 
dicott pews. But this was not lit­ 
igated. 
Other incidents of Endicott pew- 
installing troubles with the union 
were cited as having occurred at 
Hie Edison Park Lutheran Church.

A straigh tforward effort to defeat moves 
to repeal th e city’s income tax h as been 
lau nch ed by Mayor Fred Lawrence. 
With ou t th e fanfare or th e ranting wh ich 
h as marked some of th e opposition, f o r m 
letters h ave been mailed to some 1,500 resi­ 
dents wh o h ave signed petitions asking to 
h ave th e tax qu estion placed on th e Nov. 4 
ballot. 
Th e letters seek to determine if th e sign­ 
ers wish to with draw th eir signatu res from 
th e petition and inclu de special forms wh ich 
can be mailed to th e city au ditor to remove 
th e signatu res legally from th e petitions. 
Th e move, paid for by private citizens, is 
designed to clarify th e position of th e peti­ 
tions. If th e petitions lack enou gh valid signa­ 
tu res, th e immediate fu tu re (rf th e income 
tax can be assu red and some badly - needed 
long - term civic improvements can be lau nch ­ 
ed with ou t wondering if th e money will be 
available. 


Th ere h ave been a lot of pe(^le wh o h ave 
ch anged th eir minds abou t th e income tex 
after seeing th e collection plan in operation 
and become aware of th e benefits. Mu ch of 
th e critical first reaction h as died away and 
as th e sincere aims and efforts of th e ad­ 
ministration become clearer and clearer th e 
tax program h as garnered more and more 
su pport. 
Men and women with an h onest stake m 
East Liverpool’s fu tu re are convinced th e in­ 
come tax is th e fairest solu tion to progress 
and th at th e tax will not be tu rned down. 
Th ose wh o originally h ad dou bts, bu t w h o 
now favor th e tax plan, can validate th eir 
du ty to th e commu nity by backing th e tax 
forcefu lly. 
Th e economic prospecté of th is area are 
steadily brigh tening, bu t th e fu tu re cannot 
be awaited with crossed fingers and h opefu l­ 
ness.

WASHINGTON 
Th is h as been an almost weird 
seven month s in h igh diplomacy. 
Du ring most of th at time -- u ntil 
now—it wou ld h ave been h ard to 
find anyone willing to bet a dime 
on a su mmit conference in 1958. 
Now it seems assu red. Bu t at a 
price. Th e Soviets h ave scored a 
smash ing propaganda victory by 
forcing th e conference.

It remains to be seen — after 
th e resu lts are known — wh eth er 
th e conference tu rns ou t to be a 
farce and th is cou ntry was righ t 
in its relu ctance to meet with Pre­ 
mier Kh ru sh ch ev.

with th e Soviets u rging h aste and 
Eisenh ower taking th e position 
th ere sh ou ld not be a su mmit, 
meeting u ntil th ere h ad been ade­ 
qu ate preparation for it and all 
sides agreed th orou gh ly on wh at 
th ey’d discu ss. 
With ou t 
su ch 
preparation, 
of 
cou rse, a su mmit meeting cou ld 
tu rn into a sh ooting gallery. Bu t 
th e wh ole idea seemed to collapse 
last month wh en th e Soviets su d­ 
denly broke off negotiations with 
Western ambassadors n Moscow 
on preparations for a su mmit get- 
togeth er. 
Th ey did th is at a time wh en — 
for a reason still incompreh ensi­ 
ble — th ey abru ptly tu rned tou gh 
in all directions. For a time, th ey 
appeared not to care wh at th e rest 
of th e world th ou gh t. Wh atever 
propaganda gains th ey h ad made 
were su ddenly being th rown away. 
Bu t Kh ru sh ch ev saw a new and

Its record in World War I and 
World War II, as well as in th e 
Korean War, is now paralleled by 
America’s disinterested interven­ 
tion in th e Middle East to save a 
free government. 
At first, th e Soviet ch arge of 
"aggression” and memories of th e 
misu se of force in th e past cre­ 
ated an impression of grave con­ 
cern and anxiety. 
Bu t 
as th e 
United States and Great Britain 
filled in th eir diplomatic repre­ 
sentatives th rou gh ou t th e world 
with th e au th entic backgrou nd, 
th ere' h as come a decided ch ange 
in th e attitu de of many govern­ 
ments. 


THE ISSUE is very simply stat­ 
ed by th e American diplomats. 
It revolves arou nd th ese vital 
qu estions: Does a small cou ntry 
want to go u nprotected h ereafter 
wh en a larger one starts infiltrat­ 
ing its territory and assassinating 
its leaders and begins to take a 
rebel regime u nder its own con­ 
trol? 
How long wou ld any small cou n­ 
try last if indirect aggression were 
to go u nch ecked? 
Wh at one of th e cou ntries In 
Latin America or Africa or Asia 
or Eu rope wou ld be safe? 
Here are th e facts th at, for 
example, faced th e United States 
government before it made its h is­ 
toric decision to land troops in 
Lebanon: 
1. Th e United States h ad relied 
on th e U.N. observer team to ex­ 
pose wh at was h appening as arms 
and su pplies and espionage agents 
crossed into Lebanon. Bu t th e 
U.N. observers proved inadequ ate 
in nu mber and did not h ave ac­ 
cess to border areas to get vital 
information. 
2. Th e 
American 
government 
h ad docu mented proof th at th e 
rebels in Lebanon were receiving 
aid in arms and personnel from 
th e ou tside. Th e American Em­ 
bassy in Beiru t reported 
flatly 
th at th e rebel leader h as been 
maintaining 
an 
open teleph one 
line to th e Syrian 
capital of 
Damascu s. 
Th e American and British gov­ 
ernments really h ave no desire to 
keep th eir troops on th e soil of 
Middle Eastern cou ntries a mo- 


AS ONE DIPLOMAT explained 
it, h ere is th e case in a nu tsh ell: 
"You can ask th e variou s cou n­ 
tries of th e world to take th eir 
ch ances on th e side of freedwn 
bu t are th ey to be asked to sit 
still and requ est no h elp from th e 
larger cou ntries and take th eir 
ch ances on h aving th eir principal 
officials assassinated before h elp 
does come? 
"To ask a government leader to 
su rrender h is life u nder su ch cir­ 
cu mstances, as h appened in Iraq, 
is asking a great deal. It may take 
a little time for th ese facts to 
sink in bu t eventu ally world opin­ 
ion will swing beh ind th at simple 
proposition of providing a safe­ 
gu ard against indirect aggression.” 
Ou t of th e present crisis may 
come th e establish ment of a prin­ 
ciple of tremendou s moral force 
in th e world. Th e emph asis h ere­ 
tofore in th e U.N. h as been on th e 
prevention of war and th e peace­ 
fu l settlement of dispu tes between . 
nations. Bu t th e spectre of a big 
war now h as arisen, as th e world 
sees wh at indirect aggression real­ 
ly can mean inside 
small and 
h elpless 
cou ntries 
everywh ere, 
and th en to th e peace of all 
nations. 


IT’S ALL VERY WELL to sym­ 
path ize with th e 
aspirations 
of 
Arab nationalism bu t u nless mili­ 
tary forces are ready to protect 
th e territorial integrity and politi­ 
cal independence of th e smaller 
cou ntries, th e h opes of any na­ 
tionalism can be cru sh ed by th e 
tyranny of 
a n e w kind of 
colonialism. 
Certainly if th e United Nations 
acts wisely now in su pporting pre­ 
ventive measu res against indirect 
aggression, th is will be a long step 
toward emancipating th e cou ntries 
already h eld captive th rou gh acts 
of indirect aggression.

Enou gh wood was 
in sigh t from th e fallen branch to 
last th rou gh Ch ristmas week some 
year.

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Meeting Tomorrow Halfway 


A straightforward effort to defeat moves 
to repeal the city’s income tax has been 
launched by Mayor Fred Lawrence. 
Without the fanfare or the ranting which 
has marked some of the opposition, f o r m 
letters have been mailed to some 1.500 resi* 
dents who have signed petitions asking to 
have the tax question placed on the Nov. 4 
ballot. 
The letters seek to determine if the sign­ 
ers wish to withdraw their signatures from 
the petition and include special forms which 
can be mailed to the city auditor to remove 
the signatures legally from the petitions. 
The move, paid for by private citizens, is 
designed to clarify the position of the peti­ 
tions. If the petitions lack enough valid signa­ 
tures, the immediate future of the income 
tax can be assured and some badly - needed 
long - term civic improvements can be launch­ 
ed without wondering if the money will be 
available. 


There have been a lot of people who have 
changed their minds about the income tax 
after seeing the collection plan in operation 
and become aware of the benefits. Much of 
the critical first reaction has died away and 
as the sincere aims and efforts of the ad­ 
ministration become clearer and clearer the 
tax program has garnered more and more 
support. 
Men and women with an honest stake in 
East Liverpool's future are convinced the in­ 
come tax is the fairest solution to progress 
and that the tax will not be turned down. 
Those wiio originally had doubts, but w h o 
now favor the tax plan, can validate their 
duty to the community by backing the tax 
forcefully. 
The economic prospects of this area are 
steadily brightening, but the future cannot 
be awaited with crossed fingers and hopeful­ 
ness. It must be met halfway with a spirit 
of confidence and a willingness to help. 


The Turks Have A Vital Secret 


The Associated Press has reported from 
Istanbul that the Turks are taking the Mid­ 
dle East crisis in their stride. 
Even the official report of Russian military 
maneuvers on their border failed to shock 
them out of their normal sense of confidence. 
A government official explains there is noth­ 
ing to be unusually alarmed about because 
Turkey never goes off the alert anyway. 
This is the newest version of a story that 
has written repeatedly about the Turks, who 
have discovered the vital secret of 
steady 
nerves in a nerve-frazzling era. They and 
the Finns, who also know’ how it feels to 
live on the borders of Russia, have set a 
good example for the rest of the world. 
They have proved that it is possible to 
live in a state of emergency so long that 
the emergency, itself, becomes normal. In a 
"w ar of nerves,” hysteria is the thing most 
to be feared, but the Turks and the Finns 
have refused to crumple. They are not com­ 
placent, just confident. They are like 
the 
Swiss, w’ho, having done the best they can to 
secure themselves against disaster, proceed 
to live normal lives. 


Encouraging Words 


Joel H. Hunter's statement that “there 
seems to be a genuine change for the better 
in the making” was most welcome. 
As spokesman for the Crucible Steel Co. 
of America. Mr. Hunter’s words carry weight 
in proportion to the many products which 
the Crucible mills, including the Midland 
Works, turn out. 
Bit by bit, the industrial news has been 
taking on a brighter hue on a national scale. 
But ifs even more assuring when the good 
news strikes close to home — and Crucible 
is just that when the employment it pro­ 
vides in the tri - state district is taken into 
consideration.

power flows the other way — from 
America outward. 
The Mafia is now basically an 
outfit which curls its black hands 
around U.S. labor and industry. 
There is little outside the U.S. for 
only in America is there big-time 
organized crime. 
Outside the United States there 
is essentially only a courier sys­ 
tem which contacts narcotics sup­ 
pliers, banks and sources who 
know just which sailors and world 
travelers are willing to smuggle 
any stuff. 


INTERPOL’S GRACIOUS men, 
knowledgeable among hundreds of 
thousands of cards, fingerprints, 
photos and their private intercon­ 
tinental 
radio 
network, 
by 
no 
means point any fingers. 
But t h e i r careful, 
scientific 
answers, when analyzed, add up to 
the grim fact that the United 
States is the world’s greatest sup­ 
plier of master criminals in multi­ 
billion dollar crime. We are unique 
in this respect. 
There is, for example, no organ­ 
ized crime in the Scandinavian na­ 
tions. Britain has its Soho gangs 
and debonair theives but no co­ 
ordinated crime syndicates. Spain 
has no gangs at all. 
There are smugglers in Asia and 
white slavers in some outlying na­ 
tions and a slave trade in Africa 
and the Near East. But no crime 
cartels as we in America know 
them. 
If there is anything resembling 
a “mob.” it exists on a penny- 
ante, cigarette black market type 
organization in Naples but nowhere 
else except 
for the traditional 
Mafia in Sicily and some points of 
the Italian boot. 
But the real power over these 
men of Palermo is in the United 
States — among such men as Chi­ 
cago’s “Tough Tony” Accardo, and 
New York’s Vito Genovese. 


THERE ARE SOME mobs in 
France. 
Some 
are in Corsica, 
where they cut up the narcotics in 
special labs. Some of the toughest 
mobs are in the rough port city of 
Marseilles. But these, too, are 
basically small-time compared to 
ours. 
America’s crime cartel operates 
from Montreal to Cuba, from New 
York to Geneva and Tanglers. 
Everything else is bush-league. 
When the mob wants opium and 
can’t get it in Turkey or the Near 
East through couriers dispatched 
to contact Corsican and Neapolitan 
sources in the night, it simply dis­ 
patches an agent to the Orient. 
There the Communist smugglers 
have plenty and are willing to sell 
it to the “boys.” 
This system of couriers is high­ 
ly complex and takes the kind of 
corporative crime organization of 
which U.S. mobs are so proud. 
The couriers carry hundreds of 
millions of dolbrs to Geneva, for 
example — all in cash. 
There it is stashed away in 
banks which require only a num­ 
ber, instead of a name, for identi­ 
fication. 
Even the banks don’t

WHEN THE AMERICAN mobs 
want to barter one type of loot for 
another, 
they 
dispatch 
t h e i r 
couriers to Tanglers. That’s an 
open port now run by the Moroc­ 
cans. 
Until recently when the boys 
wanted a way - stop between Eu­ 
rope and the United States they 
used Cuba as a port of call. 
Now the island is all this and a 
haven, too, for the foreign as well 
as American smugglers.

A Weird Seven Months

WASHINGTON 
This has been an almost weird 
seven months in high diplomacy. 
During most of that time — until 
now—it would have been hard to 
find anyone willing to bet a dime 
on a summit conference in 1958. 
Now it seems assured. But at a 
price. The Soviets have scored a 
smashing propaganda victory by 
forcing the conference. The Unit­ 
ed States practically had to be 
dragged into it. 
It remains to be seen — after 
the results are known — whether 
the conference turns out to be a 
farce and this country was right 
in its reluctance to meet with Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev. 
There is no exact parallel in his­ 
tory for these past seven months. 
They produced a shower of let­ 
ters between President Eisenhow­ 
er and Khrushchev, hairsplittings, 
and the kind of progress that 
never, until now, 
amounted to 
anything except one step forward 
and one stop back. In short; noth­ 
ing. 
The Soviets started it last De­ 
cember with a letter to Eisen­ 
hower, proposing a meeting at 
the 
t op. 
The 
administration 
thought it could brush it off by 
letting a press officer dismiss ft 
as propaganda before the State 
Department released a translation 
of the Soviet note. 
This cavalier treatment didn’t . 
work. Eisenhower and Secretary 
of State Dulles were quickly shak­ 
en out of that attitude by the re­ 
action 
of American 
allies who 
wanted much more serious atten­ 
tion given the Soviet proposal. 
Nevertheless, 
Eisenhower 
and 
Dulles dallied about answering it, 
giving the Soviets almost a solid 
month in which to parade before 
the. world as unanswered peace- 
lovers. 
And before Eisenhower finally 
got off his reply to the first So­ 
viet notcjj the Soviets sent anoth­ 
er. Even Dulles by then indicated 
the Soviets were beating us in 
propaganda. 
The 
administration 
decided to be a little quicker in 
the future. 
Then began the rain of letters, 


with the Soviets urging haste and 
Eisenhower 
taking 
the 
position 
there should not be a summit 
meeting until there had been ade­ 
quate preparation for it and all 
sides agreed thoroughly on what 
they’d discuss. 
Without 
such 
preparation, 
of 
course, a summit meeting could 
turn into a shooting gallery. But 
the whole idea seemed to collapse 
last month when the Soviets sud­ 
denly broke off negotiations with 
Western ambassadors n Moscow 
on preparations for a summit get- 
together. 
They did this at a time when — 
for a reason still incomprehensi­ 
ble — they abruptly turned tough 
in all directions. For a time, they 
appeared not to care what the rest 
of the world thought. Whatever 
propaganda gains they had made 
were suddenly being thrown away. 
But Khrushchev saw a new and 
golden chance to score on the 
West — and took advantage of it 
fast — when American 
troops 
were sent into Lebnon and Brit­ 
ish troops into Jordan at the re­ 
quest of the heads (rf government 
of both countries. 
Khrushchev moved fast, but not 
in haste. The American troops 
went in July 15. Khrushchev wait­ 
ed until July 19 before issuing 
another call for a summit meet­ 
ing, this time to avoid war in the 
Mideast. 
Those few days’ delay gave him 
time to see what world reaction 
was to the American move. It 
was far from universally good. 
Thus he was able to know for sure 
he was hitting a widely popular 
chord when he wrote his summit 
letter. 
The Eisenhower administration 
still didn’t want any part of sit­ 
ting down with Khrushchev. But 
the British did. This left it up to 
Eisenhower to split with Britain or 
trail along behind her. He reluc­ 
tantly agreed to a meeting. 
But this meeting — perhaps 
within three weeks — will almost 
certainly be the kind Eisenhower 
never wanted: one without thor­ 
ough preparation or agreement on 
w’hat will be discussed. 


Among the governments of the 
free world, especially those in the 
smaller countries, there is begin­ 
ning to develop a better under- 
s t a n d i ng of 
t h e far-reach­ 
ing purpose of 
the 
U n i t e d 
• S t a t e s 
and 
Great 
Britain 
in s e n d i n g 
military 
forc­ 
es to Lebanon 
and Jordon. In

G e n e r a1 As- David Lawrence 
sembly is likely now' to give a 
two-thirds vote to any resolution 
proposed in support of what has 
been done thus far by the United 
States and Great Britain in the 
Middle East. 
Again the 
United 
States 
has 
demonstrated before the world its 
unselfish 
idealism. 
Unlike 
big 
powers in the past, it has gone to 
the defense of a 
small 
nation 
without seeking a single foot of 
territory or material advantage. 
Its record in World War I and 
World War II, as well as in the 
Korean War. is now paralleled by 
America’s disinterested interven­ 
tion in the Middle East to save a 
free government. 
At first, the Soviet charge of 
“ aggression” and memories of the 
misuse of force in the past cre­ 
ated an impression of grave con­ 
cern and anxiety. 
But 
as 
the 
United States and Great Britain 
filled in their diplomatic 
repre­ 
sentatives throughout the world 
with 
the 
authentic 
background, 
there has come a decided change 
in the attitude of many govern­ 
ments. 


THE ISSUE is very simply stat­ 
ed by the American diplomats. 
It revolves around these vital 
questions: Does a small country 
want to go unprotected hereafter 
when a larger one starts infiltrat­ 
ing its territory and assassinating 
its leaders and begins to take a 
rebel regime under its own con­ 
trol? 
How long would any small coun­ 
try last if indirect aggression were 
to go unchecked? 
What one of the countries 
In 
Latin America or Africa or Asia 
or Europe would be safe? 
Here are the facts that. for 
example, faced the United States 
government before it made its his­ 
toric decision to land troops in 
Lebanon: 
1. The United States had relied 
on the U.N. observer team to ex­ 
pose what was happening as arms 
and supplies and espionage agents 
crossed into Lebanon. 
But the 
U.N. observers proved inadequate 
in number and did not have ac­ 
cess to border areas to get vital 
information. 
2. The 
American 
government 
had documented proof that the 
rebels in Lebanon were receiving 
aid in arms and personnel from 
the outside. The American Em­ 
bassy in Beirut 
reported 
flatly 
that the rebel leader has been 
maintaining 
an 
open 
telephone 
line 
to 
the 
Syrian 
capital 
of 
Damascus. 
The American and British gov­ 
ernments really have no desire to 
keep their troops on the soil of 
Middle Eastern countries a mo­ 


ment longer than is absolutely 
necessary.’ 
Some means, however, must be 
found, the American government 
feels, to 
authorize through 
the 
United Nations General Assembly 
the sending of an international 
police force immediately into any 
country where there is indirect ag­ 
gression and the existing govern­ 
ment asks for help. 


AS ONE DIPLOMAT explained 
it, here is the case in a nutshell: 
“You can ask the various coun­ 
tries of the world to take their 
chances on the side of freedom 
but are they to be asked to sit 
still and request no help from the 
larger countries and take their 
chances on having their principal 
officials assassinated before help 
does come? 
“To ask a government leader to 
surrender his life under such cir­ 
cumstances, as happened in Iraq, 
is asking a great deal. It may take 
a little time for these facts to 
sink in but eventually world opin­ 
ion will swing behind that simple 
proposition of providing 
a safe­ 
guard against indirect aggression.” 
Out of the present crisis may 
come the establishment of a prin­ 
ciple of tremendous moral force 
in the world. The emphasis here­ 
tofore in the U N. has been on the 
prevention of war and the peace­ 
ful settlement of disputes between 
nations. But the spectre of a big 
war now has arisen, as the world 
sees what indirect aggression real­ 
ly can mean inside 
small 
and 
helpless 
countries 
everywhere, 
and then to the 
peace 
of 
all 
nations. 


IT’S ALL VERY WELL to sym­ 
pathize with the 
aspirations 
of 
Arab nationalism but unless mili­ 
tary forces are ready to protect 
the territorial integrity and politi­ 
cal independence of the smaller 
countries, the hopes of any na­ 
tionalism can be crushed by the 
tyranny 
of a n e w 
kind 
of 
colonialism. 
Certainly if the United Nations 
acts wisely now in supporting pre­ 
ventive measures against indirect 
aggression, this will be a long step 
toward emancipating the countries 
already held captive through acts 
of indirect aggression. 
One wonders why so little Is 
heard today about the aspirations 
of Polish nationalism, 
Bulgarian 
nationalism, 
Hungarian national­ 
ism, 
R o m a n i a n nationalism, 
Czechoslovak nationalism. Lithu­ 
anian nationalism, 
Latvian 
na­ 
tionalism 
a n d 
Estonian na­ 
tionalism. 
Maybe the Moscow government, 
which professes so much enthusi­ 
asm for Arab 
nationalism, 
has 
been 
vetoing 
every 
protective 
measure the U.N. Security Coun­ 
cil offers because of a fear that 
the weaker countries in Eastern 
Europe will next come under the 
protection of the U.N, 
The United States and Britain 
have announced 
that 
they 
are 
ready to withdraw 
their troops 
from Lebanon and Jordan when 
there is no longer any danger of 
indirect aggression. Will the So­ 
viets withdraw their troops from 
all the foreign countries they now 
occupy by duress? 
This is a question that will sure­ 
ly be asked by picket lines and 
demonstrations in New York City 
if Premier Khrushchev attends a 
summit meeting there.

One of my earliest recollections 
of childhood is clinging to a frail 
ladder perched against the wind- 
swayed branches of a cherry tree, 
clutching at clusters of ripe cher­ 
ries with a free hand. 
Many years later, I came to the 
mature conclusion that no human 
life should be risked in pursuit 
of either sweet or sour cherries, 
except for enough to make one or 
two cherry pies in season. 
Ever since, the birds have been 
welcome to all the cherries they 
cculd pick, over and above what 
could be picked from the ground 
for the aforesaid cherry pies. 
The mechanical contraption for 
removing stones from cherries that 
was stored in the 
supply 
cup­ 
board promised to stay there un­ 
til the end of creation. The sup­ 
position 
that 
caused it to 
be 
bought — that all cherries should 
be picked and turned to good use 
in vintage years — had collapsed. 
It has been supplanted 
by 
a 
more attractive supposition — that 
people who pick 
and 
preserve 
cherries professionally were so 
efficient it is useless for ama­ 
teurs to compete with them. 
Anyway, the last year the cherry 
crop was saved, someone had the 
idea of converting the crop into 
pies first and freezing the pies, 
which tasted exactly like battered 
cherries encased in 
limp 
card­ 
board when thawed. It was easier 
after that to resolve to buy cher­ 
ries only when and if wanted. 
Then a branch of the cherry 
tree hit the ground during a rain­ 
storm. 
The weight of the vintage-year 
cherries was more than the an­ 
cient* wood could bear. 
Suddenly, myriads of cherries 
that had been out of reach were 
within picking distance. A cherry- 
picker could stand with both feet 
on the ground and grab clusters 
with both hands. 
A kettleful of cherries could be 
picked in no more time than would 
be needed to set up a ladder, bend 
a piece of wire into a hook and 


go into a Tarzan act as if the cher­ 
ries were at the top of a tree. 
Kettlefuls were picked. 
The contraption for removing 
stones from cherries was brought 
to light for the first time since 
the year the flies were bad. 
Recipes for putting cherries to 
use were locked up and put into 
effect. Cherry pies and cherry 
cobbler sprouted all over the place. 
There were enough cherry stones 
alone to pave a sizeable stretch 
of the driveway. Enough wood was 
in sight from the fallen branch to 
last through Christmas week some 
year. 
Branch? 
It was a more than a branch, 
strictly defined. It was two thirds 
of a tree that long ago had been 
permitted to grow in two sections. 
It was one of the sections-<-the 
larger one. 
The remaining section is incon­ 
sequential. There should 
be 
no 
more trouble with cherries for a 
long, long time. The birds will be 
welcome to all they can pick. The 
moral is that 
if 
cherries 
are 
picked only when within reach, 
they will be out of reach and out 
of mind.

DOWNEY, Calif. (AP)—One of 
these nights y ou ’ll be watching 
TV for a glimpse of something 
you nev er thou ght y ou ’d see—the 
other side of the moon. 
•One of the “lu nar probe” rock­ 
ets now being bu ilt will go ou t to 
the moon, circle it and come back, 
fcanning its su rface with a tele­ 
v ision camera all the while. 
The signals fr<wn this lu nar 
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scanner will be picked u p by a 
giant antenna on earth and pu t 
on tape. A few day s later, after 
stu dy by the appropriate au thori­ 
ties. the tape will be released for 
pu blic v iewing. 
This is the prediction of Dr. 
Donal B. Du ncan, head of ad­ 
v anced engineering at the Au to- 
netics Div ision of North Ameri­ 
can Av iation. 
Du ncan, an ex pert on space 
nav igation, won’t say ju st when 
this magic night on telev ision will 
come—“bu t it may be sooner than 
y ou think.” 
“The first swing arou nd the 
moon,” say s Du ncan, “may be 
100 miles or so abov e its su rface. 
Bu t ev en at that distance man will 
be able to find answers to many 
of the qu estions he has asked for 
centu ries; Is there any form of 
life at all on the moon? Is the 
far side of the moon, which is 
alway s tu rned away from earth, 
any different from the side we 
see almost ev ery night? Wou ld 


the moon be a feasible space sta­ 
tion on ou r way to the stars?” 
Later trips, say s Du ncan, will 
take the TV camera mu ch closer 
to the moon’s su rface. Man ev en­ 
tu ally will set foot on the moon 
and the TV tape of that ju nket, 
he believ es, will record the begin­ 
ning of a new era for man. 
Ju st how will science do this— 
make it possible for armchair 
astronau ts to circle the moon, 
ev en to “v isit” other planets? 
“There are at least two way s,” 
Du ncan say s, “both possible with 
the instru mentation we already 
hav e. 
“First, we cou ld record what 
the TV camera sees on tape and 
then recov er the tape when the 
space v ehicle retu rns to earth. 
“The second, and probably most 
practical way , wou ld be to trans­ 
mit liv e TV impu lses in code to 
a large antenna on earth, then 
u nscramble the code and record 
the resu ltant pictu re on tape.”

“The first swing around the 
moon,” says Duncan, “may be 
IOO miles or so above its surface. 
But even at that distance man will 
be able to find answers to many 
of the questions he has asked for 
centuries: Is there any form of 
life at all on the moon? Is the 
far side of the moon, which is 
always turned away from earth, 
any different from the side we 
see almost every night? Would 


the moon be a feasible space sta­ 
tion on our way to the stars?” 
Later trips, says Duncan, will 
take the TV camera much closer 
to the moon’s surface. Man even­ 
tually will set foot on the moon 
and the TV tape of that junket, 
he believes, will record the begin­ 
ning of a new era for man. 
Just how will science do this— 
make it possible for 
armchair 
astronauts to circle the moon, 
even to “visit” other planets? 
“There are at least two ways,” 
Duncan says, “both possible with 
the instrumentation we already 
have. 
“First, we could record what 
the TV camera sees on tape and 
then recover the tape when the 
space vehicle returns to earth. 
“The second, and probably most 
practical way. would be to trans­ 
mit live TV impulses in code to 
a large antenna on earth, then 
unscramble the code and record 
the resultant picture on tape.”

Holt and his wife raised six chil­ 
dren of their own on their ranch 
at Creswell, Ore., before he began 
finding American couples to adopt

1955. 
Eight of the orphans on his first 
planeload were adopted by Holt 
himself. 
Today’s group brings the total 
he has brought to America to 983. 
“I like kids and so many people 
write me looking for them.” Holt 
once explained. “The parents need 
children and these children need 
parents. All I do is bring them 
together.”

A little extra effort 
causes the heart to work harder- 
The narrowed vessels can’t sup­ 
ply enough blood so the heart 
sends out a warning signal (pain).
